i- is pron972d by a great many of the Companies Factors who have in their Service got 
ercat i-flates i Jadin, but chiefly by the In:erlopcrs, who are {worn Enemies to them ; 
theſe ! ot having failed of their Profits they propos'd to themſelves in their Trade to India 
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by ihe Companies afferting the right of their Charter, which now they hope to revenge 
vpon them by their Deſtruction. 

 "Thele Gentlemen, as ] hear, pretend to be Incorporated by ACt of Parliainent, with a 
©rock of Two Millions, to carry on the Trade to 1ndiz, and give out that they may with 
{uch a Fund fetled by Law, command two or three Millions more at Intereſt, or more, 
if their Deſigns ſhould requireit. With this vaſt Treaſure they ſay, they may in time 
Command the whole Trade of the Eaſt, to the Excluſion of the Datch, French, Portigals 
and Dares, and may ſoon call the firſt of them toan Account for the ſurprizal of Bantam, 
and ſer up our Ancient Right to the Spice Iſlands as a juſt pretence to make War upon 
them, and ſo wholly extirpate them out of all /7aia. 

Theſe, Sir, are mighty things, but in my Opinion not practicable, and I believe not in 
yours neither, but all projectors make a great noile to favour their undertakings. 

And after all Iam inform'd, that many conſidering Pertons, begin to be very cool in 
the Matter as to the Eſtabliſhing by a Law ſuch a New Company, although they were ar 
firſt great Favourers of it, not knowing of what faral Conſequence it might hereafter prove 
to this Nation, to entruſt an Eajt-1naia Committce with the command of fo Vaſt a Trea- 
fure, with which they may at any time ſer up to be Arbitrators of the Aﬀairs of England, 
and command the Government both as to the Monarchy and the Church allo. For the 
King with the Revenve of the Civil Liſt caunot Vye Treature with them, and Money you 
{now commands all, Beſides, I hear, thar the Chief Men among the Diſſenters from our 
Church are deeply concern'd in the New Subſcription, which might give no unreaſonable 
Jealouſie that that Party may have form'd this Deſign to change the Government hereafter 
into a Commonwealth, which they have folong, and do continually thirſt after. 

To tell you therefore my Thoughts of this matter I believe the great Wifdom of the 
Parliament will reject the Eſtabliſhing of tuch a New Company, for theſe and many other 
good Reatons, But if fiich a thing ſhould be done, I ſhall give you timely Notice that
